A B52 weighs 
more than 200 
tons. It can fly faster than 650 
miles an hour. It climbs above 
50,000 feet. It is more than half 
as long as a football field. If 
one were put down lengthwise 
inside a big stadium, its wing 
span of 185 feet would shade the 
customers on each side of the 
gridiron. 

The B52 used to cost $8,000,000 
each. They become cheaper as 
production increases. They now 
are down to a mere $7,000,000. 

The cost of a B52 flying hour 
{s somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of $10,000. So, much of 
the early crew training is on 
simulators. The men who fly 
them necessarily are mature pi- 
lots of great experience. It is 
believed the impressively huge 
creation, which sits so massively 
and droopily on the ground, and 
is so beautiful of line in the air, 
is the most deadly aircraft in 
the world. 


Need 

One of the great behind-the- 
scenes fights has been to obtain 
‘from the unimaginative Defense 
Department an adequate num- 
ber of them. Gen, LeMay re- 
portedly wants a production 
schedule of 1,900 to replace the 
relatively short-ranged B47. As 
of now he has but one B52 wing. 
A second is in training. 

Hearings will begin this week 
in Washington. Air-minded con- 
gressmen will try to find out 
why' the administration will not 
give the nation all the truly in- 
tercontinental bombers the SAC 
needs. 

Gen. LeMay’s name is synony- 
mous with heavy bombers. 
Memory turned back to 1943 and 
a huge Victorian house of more 
than 100. rooms not far out from 
Cambridge, England. There, 
when we got the B17 in produc- 
tion, Gen. LeMay had his head- 
quarters. The first bombing 
raid by what ‘was then the larg- 
est bomber ever built, was in 
August, 1942. They flew without 
fighter escort. By 1943 they 
were flying in formation almost 
as close as fighter craft. Gen. 
LeMay devised and demanded 
the formation so as to concen- 
trate fire power from the ‘*Fly- 
ing Fortresses,’’ as they popu- 
larly were called.

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Lockheed Project Is 
Sobering Reminder 


| Excitement over the announcement 
hat Lockheed will launch a huge atomic- 
wered aircraft development for the Air 
orce in Dawson County has overshad- 
ed the obvious importance of the proj- 
ect to the national security. 

The shocking realization that Soviet 
Russia has made tremendous strides in 
aviation development emphasizes the 
urgency of the project. Expenditure of 
these Air Force funds means that engi- 
neers now know that such a plane can be 
built and that if we can build it so can 
the Russians. 


Testifying before the House Appro- 
priations Committee recently, Gen. Nathan 
Twining, Air Force chief of staff, said: 
“They (the Russians) either have over- 
taken us or can overtake us in all cate- 
gories of warplanes except the medium 
jet bomber.” 


In other words, this country’s vaunted 
supremacy in nuclear weapons and air- 
power is gone. We are facing a horse race 
with Russia for a marginal superiority in 
weapons that the free world has depended 
upon for security and that this nation has 
depended upon for survival. 


Gen. Twining reminded us that our 
relative power in the struggle with Russia 
no longer gives us the strategic advantage 
in diplomacy in the face of the Communist 
threat. This is reflected in the increasing 
boldness of the Russians in the economic 
field and their confidence in their indus- 
trial capacity. Our declining power in 
relation to the Communists is increasing 
their aggressiveness and weakening the 
free world alliance. 

Here. we run into a strange conflict 
in American politics and thinking. The 
conflict involves our devotion to free in- 
stitutions and the American way of life 
and our desire to preserve them while 
resisting paying the taxes for defense and 
foreign aid which alone can insure these 
objectives. : 

The destructiveness of modern weap- 
ons means that the enormous productive 
capacity of American industry declines in 
strategic importance during wartime. In 
a nuclear war, productive capacity can 
be destroyed almost overnight. The next 
war must be fought with weapons in 
existence before it begins. We must build 
them and pay for them. 

The thinking that we can have a sec- 
ond-best Air Force in the face of this 
threat to our very existence is intolerable. 
Domestic issues in election-year politics 
Must not be placed above the nation’s 
ecurity nor economy for the sake of 
otes hide the fact that we are living in 
ire peril. 

The Lockheed project in Dawson 
County is much more important than just 
nother industrial plant. The future of 
this country and of aviation well may be 
decided there.

Mental Health Groups 
Fight the Good Fight . 


The baffling problem of human be- 
havior continues under the scrutiny of 
the Atlanta and Georgia Association for 
Mental Health. 

As a result of the outbreaks of juve- 
nile delinquency in this area, the At- 
Janta group is sponsoring an open forum 
on April 17 at the Academy of Medicine. 
The subject is the “Parents’ Dilemma,” 
and a body of expert counselors will be 
on hand to answer questions from the 
audience. The forum is part of the educa- 
tional program of the local association, 
which like the state group, is devoted to 
the support of projects aimed at wiping 
out the alarming incidence of mental ill- 
ness among our citizens. 

One of the chief weapons in this fight 
is education, for mental illness still is re- 
garded as something shameful. The re- 
sult of. this attitude often is failure to 
seek treatment until too late. 

Another important weapon is research 
through funds raised by the state associa- 
tion’s annual May drive, and scholarships 
to train people for service in this under- 
staffed field. 

There are now an estimated 250,000 
mentally ill or emotionally unstable peo- 
ple in Georgia and more patients in 
mental hospitals than in all our other hos- 
pitals combined. There are limitless pos- 
sibilities for good work in this field. Geor- 
gia is lucky to have these volunteers ac- 
tive in this pafticular cause.

School Curriculum Falls 


Far Short on Science 


Bernice McCullar, the Georgia State 
Department of Education's able publicist, 
calls attention to an educational fact that 
is alarming in an atomic age. 

In the nation, 53 per cent of the high 
schools do not teach physics; 50 per cent 
do not teach chemistry. The percentage, 


’ 


of studénts studying science and mathe- 
matics is lower than it was in 1900. 

Mrs. McCullar does not say so, but at 
least “two reasons for the absence of 
science courses in high schools are the 
high cost of equipping laboratories and 
the low number of science teachers avail- 
able. 

She does point out that there are more 
part-time science teachers at work now 
than full-time teachers. She cites a bright 
note in Georgia in that of 400 retired 
military men polled on willingness to 
teach, 200 answered the query and 71 
said they would answer the call. 

The implications of the inadequacies 
in science instruction are obvious. 

In a push-button world, man must 
learn how to wire up the buttons, then 
know which button .to push. Furthermore, 
as automation extends farther into the 
home, no housewife’s training will be 
complete without a thorough knowledge 
of physics, if not electronics.

Reds Pushing Cold War 


On Economic Fronts 


The Russians have informed the na- 
tions of Europe that if and when dollar 
aid from the United States ceases, the 
Soviet Union will meet their needs. 

The announcement was made at 
Geneva by the Russian foreign minister 
of trade. He placed emphasis on coal and 
oil, Europe’s developing industries already 
are facing a shortage of energy-producing 
fuels. 

Chief source now is oil from the 
Middle East, now threatened. Most of this 
fuel is purchased from British compa- 
nies. Its loss would halt most of the indus- 
trial wheels in Europe. 

The Russians very plainly are fighting 
the cold war with unrelenting energy 
and determination. They are ‘ pushing 
economic treaties as against our concept 
of military coalitions. This gives them 
what frighteningly appears to be an edge 
in the cold war campaign. 

Americans should by no means over- 
look this uncomfortable fact.

Pouring and mixing chemicals can be 
dangerous. Even a basement explosion 
with a do-it-yourself kit attests to that 
fact.

Government Secrecy Fetish 


Reaches Ridiculous Heights 


Last Nov. 29 a technician at the Atomic Energy Commission 
plant at Arco, Idaho,. pushed the wrong button and burned up the 
nuclear core of its experimental reactor. 


The mishap, fortunately, was not a major disaster. 


no blow-up. No one was injured. 
to the loss of the core material. 

Nonetheless, it was a significant 
mishap. For one thing, it was the 
sort of unexpected mishap that 
atomic scientists have always 
feared and which, having happened, 
they need to study to prevent 
worse mishaps, It was also the 
kind of accident that was obviously 
of great public interest. 

But it was also, of course, an 
embarrassing accident to the scien- 
tists and operating personnel of 
the AEC. And it happens that the 
field of atomic energy is, by law, 
protected by a good many security 
regulations. ‘Secrecy’ is _ still 
pretty much a key word. There 
were a good many people in the 
AEC ready to argue that news of 
an accident like this ought to be 
kept secret. 

So there was no announcement. 

In fact, the accident was not 
much talked of even within the 
AEC’s own organization. It was 
not until the end of January, ac- 
cording to Kenneth Davis, the 
AEC’s director of reactor develop- 
ment, “that we knew very much 
ourselves about what happened."’ 

And even that much was not 
known to AEC Chairman Lewis 
Strauss. He had not heard of the 
accident at all until he was called 
by a reporter from this newspaper 
who had heard rumors and was 
trying to check on them. 

At that point Adm. Strauss acted 
promptly enough to find out about 
it, and when he learned that the

accident had occurred he immedi- 
ately ordered a public announce- 
ment. So it is that today, four 
months after the event, the public 
is informed. 

This incident ought not to be 
dismissed as just another example 
of bureaucratic fumbling. 

The hushing up of this accident 
was made possible only by that 
secrecy fetish which is not only 
imbedded in the law but is be- 
coming ingrained in habit.

The flow of information from 
the Soviet Union is never ade- 
quate. But no part of the infor-

A study of Soviet expansion 
which was recently made by the 
Research Institute of America 
undoubtedly parallels the data 
which Ambassador Bohlen has 
been providing to Washington.

international aims. This revolves about the International Labor Or- 
ganization—ILO—which carried over from the old League of Nations 


into the United Nations. 

The United States has been a 
member of the ILO since 1934, par- 
ticipating in its programs to im- 
prove conditions among workers 
all over the world and to bring 
about better relations among em- 
ployers and employes. Annually, 
we send a delegation representing 
our government, American busi- 
ness and American labor to its 
international meetings in Geneva. 

The ILO was projected into con- 
troversy when William L. Mc- 
Grath, Cincinnati manufacturer, 
until recently the employer dele- 
gate who is picked jointly by the 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce and 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, appealed to President 
Eisenhower to withdraw the United 
States from this international or 
ganization. 

McGrath complained that Soviet 
Russia, which returnéd to the ILO 
a few years ago after a prolonged 
absence, exercises too much in- 
fluence in the ILO. 

‘Jur Labor department is the gov- 
ernment agency chiefly involved 
in the dispute provoked by Mc- 
Grath. Secretary of Labor James 
P. Mitchell and Assistant Secre- 
tary for International Affairs J. 
Ernest Wilkins are very much con- 
cerned. 

They feel strongly that the 
United States must continue in 
ILO, not only because of the in- 


fluence we can wield to promote 
higher labor standards and Demo- 
cratic concepts of labor-manage- 
ment relations but because if we 
pulled out Russia. would be left 
free to operate in ILO without the 
check we have provided. 

Hope of assuaging the business 
antagonism is envisaged through 
the new employer delegate picked 
by the Chamber of Commerce and 
the NAM to succeed McGrath who 
will, however, remain as & mem- 
ber of the ILO board of governors.

Sweet, Sad 
Love Story 


Every city must have some pleasurable little mystery involv- 
ing a dark-clad lady who regularly places flowers on a grave 
in the local cemetery. 

Atlanta had such a mystery but, alas for those of us who 
enjoy speculating avout such things, the secret of old Oakland 
Cemetery’s ‘‘Lady in Black’ has been all too short-lived.” The 
moment she found out she was a mystery Mrs. L. D. Watson 
speedily explained. 


Mrs. John L. Harper, president of the Ladies Memorial Assn., 
told me the story. She is deep in plans for the regular Observance 
of Confederate Memorial Day April 26, for which she has engaged 
Hugh M. Milton I, assistant secretary of the Army, as speaker. 
And she happened to know the solution of the short-lived Oakland 
Cemetery mystery. 


It seems that last year several members of the association 
were at the cemetery making plans at the office building the day 
before Confederate Memorial Day for the mext day's program. 
They saw a dark blue car with an elderly woman dressed in 
black drive to the monument and stop. The woman got out and 
took some flowers to a grave and left them. 

Mrs. John F. MacDougald was in the group and she was 
curious about the strange lady in black, so she went up to her 
and introduced herself and asked about the grave and the flowers. 


The lady was Mrs. L. D. Watson of 04 Inman Cir., NE, who 
has been putting flowers on that grave most of her life. 

The story is that Mrs. Watson's mother, the former Sarah 
Alabama Adair, who grew up on a farm near Talladega, Ala., 
had been engaged to a 20-year-old neighbor, Leroy Sherrill. 
Leroy was killed in the War Between the States and 16-year- 
old “Bama,” as she was called, was greatly sorrowed by his 
death. 


“After the war.’’ Mrs. Watson explained, ‘“‘Bama moved with 
her family to Gainesville, Ga. It was there after a few years 
that she met, loved and married another veteran, Warren Henry 
Campbell., In the course of time two little girls, Martha Adair 
and Mary Dean, came to bless this home.”’ 

After her husband's death Bama came to Atlanta in 1905 to 
make her home with her younger daughter, Mary Dean Watson, 
and began the custom of decorating the grave of her lost neighbor 
and sweetheart, Leroy Sherrill. 


She and her daughters, Mrs. Watson and Mrs. Charlies W. 
West, kept the custom for many years. Now Bama is. gone and 
her older daughter is dead, too. 

But the younger one, Mary Dean Watson, continues to place 
flowers on that grave every Memorial Day Eve. 


**You ask her why she still loves to do this?’’ Mrs. Watson 
wrote Mrs. MacDougald. ‘‘Perhaps it is because of the reverence 
she feels for an inheritance handed down to her by her Southern 
parents. Perhaps it is out of memory for a Southern mother 
who possessed a great heart of love and who was always loyal in 
ail phases of her life. 

“And then entwined within these reasons is the knowledge of a 
true love story—the sweet, sad love story of Bama Adair and 
Leroy Sherrrill.”
